Three injunction*, almost as sweep 
ing. have been granted in the Pitts- 
burgh district, but it is said here that 
they are not lieing enforced. 

The Evening Post, the leading finan- 
cial and corporation organ, of New 
York, and usually the last to give 
strikers any sort of encouragement, 
says: 

"If the press report of the nature of 
the injunction granted by Judge Jack- 
son is correct, the striking miners are 
hardly getting fair treatment As Debs 
says, he has been 'enjoined off the face 
of the earth.' 

"A man may be an extremely foolish 
or mischievous agitator, but so long 
ht refrains from violence and from i 
citing others to violence, it has n 
been tho policy of the common law 
interfere with him."
